[ESULTS OF THEIR RESEARCHES GIVEN.

The Maln Base of Operations In and
Abonut Mount Elins ~Thrending
the Network of Crovasses
and los Fields,

Wasmxarox, Oct, 19—The selontific ox-
pedition sent out lost spring ubaer the oot
suspiceos of the Natlonal  Geographical so-
cloty and the United States deologhond sl
voy for the purpose of exploring the reglon
about Mount St Klins, Alusks, has mtamaod,
Mr. Hussell, who ovganlaed the  expedition
and hid eliarge of the work, ins  furnished
the Adsociated press s ploturssquo sketeh of
the work of his party,

The ntunl baso of oporations, at the hoad
of Yulitat bay, was roached June 28, and
the study of the geology and  geog-
raphy of the region began st once.
They found an  islond  near  the  head
of the bay, which they named Grandview
fland.  Brom its summit, which rises
boldly o thousand fool above thie water, o
magnificont view was pbrained of » yost
streteh of snow clil mountalny, from which
glociors of groat magnitude desconded to the
son snd ended in oliffs sovernd hundred (oot
high. Pronmithese the feebores crowding the
bay wore devived, Oneof these gliciers we
named aftor Dalton, the ploncor axplorer of
the woglon, Another of large sizé at the
head of the bay was named in honor of Gard-
sir Hubbard, president of  the national geo-

raphleal  socloty, A magnificent  moun-
in peak  rising  somo  Wn thouspnd
@ol  Immediately  sbove  the Hubbard

'mrh-r recelved  the same onme,
owering ponk on the same  mountaln  orost,
trimpgguloe i shape nnd dlways of the purest
white, wias named Mount Seattle,

AS s0on ns the topographiowork was well
under wiay the hone 6f wiareh toword Mount
St Elins was docided upon, ALl of our ra-
tions, boding, tonts, ete, had o bo onrried or
tpackod™ by men, the chirncter of the coun-

-

tiy ot allowing  the  use of aninals.
We  found passes o the  mountains
leading in the direction we wished to travel
and  we unsurmotuntavle  diffcualties o the

wiy, although groat pationee and judgment
wore required in threading the nel work of
crevasses inthe joe field.  Probably more
thibn nine-tenths of our journsy was neross
glsciers nond snow fickds, On August 1 we
were midway between Yukatat buy and St
Blins, (A stiil at the base
ol the mountuing, The by
line is there about fifteen hundred feet
high and wll the troes ullm}plmnr a fow miles
to the west, An island of rock  surrounded
by vast gingiers, but elothed with beautifal
flowers, rauk forns and donse spruce  troes,
furnistiea s delightlul “Pml for our pluse of
cimp, We nomed this lovely oasis in the
duesert of les Y Blossom island.”  From there
onr work o the high mountaing begnn, After
twenty dnys of  hard work  above
the snow line wo  found ourselves
encimpxd ot the base of St Elins, The
weatbior had been clear for ten days and wo
had every prospect of & good day's climb on
the morrow. Rising atd in the morning we
bogan what we believed to e the tinal ns-
cont, but after a fow hotrs storm clouds sot-
tledd down around us, snow bégan Lo fall and
all the lapd marks were lost to view. The
storm continued for thirty honrs without pes-
satlon  and it wos with diffeulty that
we found our way through the blinding snow
10 cwmp, where the necessiry riations were Lo
be hul. A second attompt was mmde to
reach the summit two days later, but another
storm broke over the mountains as sndadenly
a8 tho flest, Thistime I was alone in the
highest camp, where I was imprisoned for six
days before uble o rejoin  the party  below,
When I s down  thero  were
six feet of new spow, which refused
to havder, and  rendered it lmgwmible to do
more work among the peaks. On descendiug
to the lower level I started on an exoursion
up jhe glacier betweon the St Elias range
and Mount Cook, which gave promise of lend-
Inge ton low puss across the main range, but
a thind snow storm coming up, I was obliged
to return o Blosom  island, and
there rejoined Mr. Kerr, the photographer,
who had descended a fow days provioss, My
stay about the snow line listed thirty-five
days, Duaring that time we lived in tents,
many times camping on an open glacier so as
to bo out of reach of  avalanches, Afeer re-
turning to Blossom Islund an excursion was
muade fur out on the groat Pliedmont  glwier
which forms s platean shout fifween hundred
foct high, stretching along thy southern buse
of the St Elins range, This glacier is of the
continental type in distinction from the
Alpine glaclers and has an aren by astimate
of sbout one thousand square miles. 1t is the
fargest glacier in the noertbern lewlsphers
with the exception of the e flolds of Groen-
land, Wo returned to Yulkatat bay about
HSeptomber 90, having had storiny weather
almost ull the time sinco  leaving  the
vicinity of St. Elins, and on the 224
onr hearts  were ﬂlBl'iiﬂnL‘d by seeing the
steamer Corwin coming up the bay, Captain
Hooper having  mado the erulse from Sitka
ospeciuslly for our relief, and conveyed the ex-
pedition to Port Townsend,

“Erom the point of view of the selentist, if
not of the Alpinist, the expoedition was n sue-
cess. The plan proposed in starting wis cnr-
ried out almost to  the  letter, &0
far w8 the study of gluciers, guolt:ﬁy
und topography was concerned, but we did
not reach the tep of Mount St. Elias. The

“measurements made have determined “hat all
the mountains in this rewion oare lower than
previously supposed, and that St Elis, in-
stead of heing the highest point in North
Amorica, s in realily 8 second rate moun-
taln. Its elovation, Instoad of being 19,500
feet, aa previously considered, s about 14,500,
Mount Cook has an elevation of 10,250 and
Vancouver 1,400 feot,

It
wis the poor man's church into which a rich
man might possibly galo admitlance; now it
s said to be arich man*s chuwh into which
the poor may possibly gain admittance.

The church has forgotten that Jesus taught
the new idea of love instead of worship.
The church of Christ is bullt more upon the
nrllwlslh-of fellowship than upon the idea of
worship, Jesus taught the people to love
their enemines,  Before the tine of Chrlst it
wits considersd to bea very high and noble
sentiment Lo hate ones enemies. Jesus taught
how tofind the better part  of mankingd, not

the baser Eﬂl’t There isa way of gottine nt
men by which wa can find something good in
every body,

A church of 100 members, who meet to-
gother with love Intheir hearts for ouo su-
other is more nearly o Christian church thun
one bhaving five tines us many members who
meet simply to worship. The ldea of worship
is the old idea; but the idea of fellowship is
the new,

The church should reach out after
the working colasses. Thoso  in  Favor-
wble  oircuamstunces  should make it

thelr work to extend asshitancy to those in
unfuvornble elroumstances.

The lnboring clusses sosom to have forgotien
that there is wo stigma attachod to the sim-
plo fuct thata man is poor. A workinguan
may and should malntain kis maulood even
though he be poor.  No mun should fret or
complain bocause he hay not been dropped
into the lap of luxury.

OThe working classes are not free from a
vertain pride and unreasonableness that moay
be just as teritating to the employer us the
intollernce of the smployer 5 10 the labor-
lug man, Every man should do his bhest to
bo happy ba bis own home,  No use to lok
at others and feet, 1f gue caunot uujuﬁv the
chu

soplety of people in the reh
where he ottends becauwse they are
not  of the same class socllly, the

hlame should not be ull thrown at the most
favorably sitiated cluss, The somul bounds
canuot be overstepped at plensure. A work-
